Late from Southera Papers. 

By late arrivals of Southern papers, we 
have much interesting matter, from which 
it will be evident that the cause of the rebels 
is not looking up at all. 

First, we have an address from Mr. Mem- 
minger, of the Treasury Department, dated 
Richmond, October 17, to the Commission 
ers appointed^to reoeive subscriptions to the 
I produce lean, whioh he commences as fol- 
lows: 

Gentlmen: Inquiries have been made from 
various quarters: 

1. Whether, daring the oontinuanee of the 
blockade, efforts shoold be mads to procars 
further subscriptions. 

2. Whether the Government will author- 
ise promises to be held oat of aid to ths 
planters, as an induoement to such farther 
subscriptions. 

The inquiries made of him were evidently 
cties for relief. It would appear that the 
planters, seriously oppressed as they are by 
the blockade, have appealed to the Govern- 
ment either to purchase the entire cotton 
crop of the year, or to make an advance 
upon its hypothecated value. To both of 
these proposals Mr. Memminger declines to 
accede, remarking at the same time that 
“they demand that a new Government, yet 
struggling for existence, should reject all 
the lessons of experience, and undertake 
that whioh no Government, however long 
established, has yet snocseded in effecting;” 
and the experiment, he says, is proposed, 
moreover, to a Government engaged in a 
gigantic war, whose enemies are now 
in possession of all the munitions, work 
shops and resources that have been col- 
lected daring forty-five years of peace; 
whose fleets have been bnilt up at 
the joint expense of both North and South; 
who, with all these on hand, are compelled 
to spend nearly ten millions per week to 
oarry on the war; and “can we,” says Mr. 
Memminger, “expsot to contend with them 
at less than half that expenditure?” He 
reminds the planters, farther, that it is not 
^ their notes and bonds, nor their produce, 
whioh the government requires, but money, 
which is essential to its exietenoe. He de- 
clares the experiment of increasing the 
liability, and thue damaging the credit of 
the government, is too dangerons a one to 
be tried for the furtheraiioe of smy intereet, 
even that of cotton: and he very plainly 
tells the planters that they must seek relief 
elsewhere. 

ARKANSAS ITEMS. 

f From the Little Bock True Democret, Oct. IT.1 

T¥e are glad to learn that troppa mw 
. golcgte UeOaHvoh. J. W. Whitieii, from 
Texas, formerly of Kansaa, raised aud 
equipped, at his own expense, a fine com 
pany of Texans. Col. Stone’s regiment of 
mounted Texans has reached him ere this 
Col. W. C. Mitchell, the old war horse of 
Carroll and Marion, has also joined him 
with his regiment. Companies are going 
to him without waiting to be formed into 
battalions or regiments. 

Some weeks since we announced that the 
Hon. Robert W. Johnson had procurred 
from the Confederate government an order 
for the establishment of a telegraphic line 
of communication between Little Rock and 
Fort Smith, for the purpose of speedy com- 
munication with McCulloch’s army. We 
now notice that the government has acted 
promptly, and awarded the oodtract to build 
it to Mr. H A. Montgomery, the builder of 
the telegraph line between Little Rook and 
Memphis. 

Mr. Johnson also produced an order for 
the establishment of aline between Des Arc 
and Pocahontas, and we hope soon to hear 
that steps have been taken to place it under 
contract. It is true that Qeu. Hardee’s 
command has been removed to Eentucky, 
but that fact renders tbe necessity of a 
speedy communication with Pooahontos all 
tbe more imperative. The small force left 
there might be assailed by superior numbers, 
and assistanoe thus needed promptly. With 
a telegraphic communication, such assis 
tance couli then be rendered much more 
speedily. Let us have a telegraphic Hue to 
Pocahontas as soou as possible, by all 
means. 

In a letter to the Fort Smith Times, from 
Col. McIntosh, and dated Camp Cooper, 
Mo., September 27, we find the following 
item: We hope soon to start after that 
robber and thief. Lane. I took yesterday 
and eent to Comp Walker thirty thousand 
pounds of lead and one hundred and sixty 
kegs of powder. This will be a good help 
to our cause. 

STARTLING INDIAN NEWS-TROUBLES IN THI 
CREtK NATION. 

TFrom tbe Little Bo.k True Osrocret, Oct. 17 ] 

I The Abolitionists feel that in losing the 
Indian nations they have let a bird loose. 
They are making efforts to nentralize the 
action of General Pike, and have succeeded 
in getting a number of the Creeks to array 
themselves in opposition to the Southern 
Confederacy. To this end they have prom 
ised payment of all the annuities to the 
few who would join them, and the aid of 
thousands of Eansas ruffians. The follow- 
ing letter was sent to Gen. Pike: 

Camp Pleasant, Sept. 4, 1801. 

Gen. Pikb — Sir : We have just now seen 
a runner from the opposite party to-night 
and one yesterday, both of which state that 
tbey design attacking this regiment in five 
dsys. We have hod news from them daily, 
and threats upon threats, but apprehended 
no difficulty until their Northern delegates 
returned. They have returned now with 
forces to the amouniof six thousand men to 
aid them — so says the rumor-=-and we will 
be attacked right away, ^ir, the time has 
oome when this matter must be looked into. 

I would suggest that you send over the 
forces in the Cherokee Nation, and those in 
the Choctaw Nation, that, with the regiment 
here, we go up and put an end to the whole 
matter. I think this is all important, and 
ought to be done immediately.

General MoCul- 
loeh, to repel and crash this ontbreak at 
once, has ordered 1,100 Cherokees, 600 
Osagee, 1.000 Creeke, and a battalion of 
Col. Cooper’s regiment, to march upon them 
at once. Major Clarke has been actively 
engaged for the past two days fitting oat 
the expedition. Colonel Cooper will assume 
command of the expedition. Enemies are 
still larking in our midst, and too moeh 
vigilance cannot be used to crush out these 
foes that spring up so unexpectedly on onr 
frontier. Sinee the abore was written, we 
have received an extra of the Tan Boren 
Press, from which we oopy the following : 
EXCITING FROM THE CREEK NATION. 

A dispatch from General McCnlloeh, to 
Captain Davidson, dated Fayetteville, the 
10th, urges the immediate movement ef 
Ceptain D ’s company to headquarters, and 
says General Sterling Prioe has fallen back 
from Lexington to a point in Johnson 
connty, fifty miles south of Lexington, and 
that General Fremont is ooncentrating all 
his forces at Sedalio, the present terminus 
of the Pacific Railroad, whioh is about forty 
miles from the county seat of Johnson 
county. Captain Davidson’s company will 
leave Van Buren on Sunday. Colonel 
Province’s flying artiUery left Wednesday 
evening for Camp Jackson. 

The following dispatch was received last 
night from Major George W. Clarke, ad- 
dressed to A. J. Ward, of this city, whose 
son, Charley Ward, is the one allnded to in 
the dispatch below. We have no belief that 
Apothlehola has mors than three or four 
hundred men with him — bat having raised 
the Union flag, he should be looked after. 

Fort Smith, Sept. 9, 1861. 

A. J. Ward: Charley returned this even- 
ing with a letter from Jesse Howell, stating 
that all is excitement at North Fork. Men, 
women and children are leaving. A-potL- 
le-ho-la, at the head of three thousand men 
(over-estimated, no doubt), has hoisted the 
Union flag, and sent notice to the women 
and children to leave North Ferk, as he 
intended to sack and bnm the village.

THE SOUTHBEE ODMMEBOIAL OONFERTUnr. 

Macob, Ooi. ]8, 1861. . 

The aotioa of the Convention in regard 
to deeidiog against the propriety of an ad- 
vance by government to the plaatera, the 
opening of our porta free to all tho world’e 
eommerse, and allowing Che expertatien of 
ootton in return for importations, hae 
already reached you. Bet there was one 
imporUnt matter passed over which re^niros 
the early and earneet attention of the 
country. I mean the reso’ations propoeing 
the needful preparatory legislation to pre- 
vent onr tri^e and finances falling again 
under tho control of New York. These 
resolutions, I think, expressed the senti- 
ment of the country, as they oeriainly did 
aim a deadly blow at the North, as appeared 
upon the debate. They were; 

1. To place a disocanting duty of twenty 
per cent, on all foreign goods imported intw 
the Confederate States through or for ae- 
count of Norihem parties for a period of 
ten years. 

2. To place a direct “income tax” npoa 
all Northern exchange or bills payable 
there, for a similar period. 

3 Recommending our backs and mer- 
ohants to make all our cotton produce bills 
accepted payable in Europe, at least to the 
extent of our foreign importations. 

These resolutions were known as the 
“direct trade resolutions.” The friende of 
direct trade taking the posiMon that because 
of the artificial means employed in the late 
Union to divert onr trade North, it became 
absolutely neoessary for the South to aid 
Southern trade by legislative enactment to 
break away from the restraint upon our 
commerce, so long and so unjustly imposed 
by the American government. 

The reeolutione were postponed in the 
Business Committee and passed over from 
time to time, until it wad too lats to debate 
them. They were, however, oalled for by- 
the Convention in the last hoar of iia 
session, and would have passed but fir the 
argument put forward by Geu. Duff. Green, 
as chairman ef the oommiuee, followe 1 
a parliamentary movement whioh out otf the 
debate and laid them on tbe table.

We learn from L’Abeilla, of New Orleans, 
that M. Antonia Costa, of that oity, has 
undertaken the sstablishoieat of regular 
monthly mail oommunica’ion between that 
oity and Europe, for whioh he has the 
approbation of the Postmaster of New 
Orleans. The mails go by way of Mex’oo, 
and are transported in the regular Englinh 
steamers, whi^ oarry the moils of Mexico 
and the West Indie-s Tie first post left New 
Orloans on Thursday week, and oontained 
1.2-33 letters; the next leaves on the lOtk of 
November. As soon as the aeoessary 
arrangements oan be oompleted, it will leave 
every two weeks — on the 10th and 23th of 
saoh month. Letters of half an ounoe and 
under will be charged as follows: To Mex- 
ic9, fifty cents; to Cuba, seveuty-fivs oents; 
to Europe, one dollar. Lstters for this mail 
must be inclosed, with the amount of post- 
age, in an envelop directed “Costa’s Foreign 
Msil, ears of Postmaster, New Orleans,’* 
and the postage paid to New Orleans.

President Linooln has done a good thing, 
if the New York Herald’s special Wash- 
iogton correspondent is to be believed 
We eeys that the President has as good as 
told Senators Chandler, Wade and others, 
who went to Washington to clamor for an 
advance, to go home and mind their own 
bosiness, leaving to the proper anthoritiei 
te make an advaaoe if they see fit and when 
they see fit. In other words, he leaves the 
whole matter in General McClellan’s hands, 
and will indorse his act’ons. It is about 
time the poUtioians had a little annbbing: 
they may hereafter Vassnme a virtue if 
they have it not,” as the melanoholy Prince 
of Denmark once on a time advised his 
mother to do, and outwardly, at least, sub- 
mit to the “military necessities” of the 
times. 

We have also a rumor from Jefferson 
City, that General Sigel had, near Bolivar, 
fallen upon Prioe’s rear guard, and rented 
them, taking General Rains a prisoner. 
Bat this news does not seem to be very re- 
liable, and we await confirmation before 
crediting it. 

H^We call the attention of readers 
to the circnlar of Brigadier-General Sher- 
man, published in onr oolnmna to-day. It 
strikes us as eminently proper. We are for 
holding ihe last rebel to a strict accounta- 
bility. Let ihe offender be held to answer 
in the country where the offense is commit., 
ted. The judge or osmmissloner oan read- 
ily obtain the facts in the case and hold all 
offenders to the rigor of the law. There 
are many traitors, great and small, and of 
various shales of guilt, who have fied from 
their homes and taken fancied security 
within the lines of the enemy, fearing not 
BO much an arrest as the prospect of being 
sent to Fort Lafayette. 

There are some great offenders, those who 
have partaken of the bonnty of the Gov. 
emment — its honors and emolumeate — that 
shonld go straight way to some military 
prison to remain daring the war, unless 
sooner discharged by the proper amherities. 
We mean those who have been promoted to 
office, and through means of their position 
have thrown the weigkt of their influenoe, 
their means, and their personal aid to the 
enemy. Snoh men, having signalized them- 
selves in hostility to the Gevemment, should 
be made (o feel the rigor of the law, and it 
becomes a military necessity to let such 
look throngh the iron bars at Fort Lafayette. 
Bat it is unnecessarily severe and exceeds 
t]|e hounds of (^u^y and propriety to hustle 
Off every small offender. Let them be 
looked after at home. The judge or com- 
missioner in each distriot oan attend to their 
case, and we are glad to see that General 
Sherman snggeets that henceforth snoh 
shall be the mode of proceeding against 
them.

He aocompanied Mr J. M. Nelson, president 
of the St. Lonis Bank at Boonevllle, to 
request that the money taken from the bask 
by Col. Worthington might be restored. 

Gen. Fremont promptly complied with the 
request, and the bills of the Bank of St 
Lonis may now be regarded at par. The 
money, amonnting to $140,000, had been 
sent by CoL Worthington to St. Lonis, and 
is now in the vanlts of the Mechanio’s Bank 
Mr. Sutherland says that the eonntry 
throngh whioh he passed to Fremont is fall 
of forage. Wheat and corn are plenty, and 
Fremont will make nse of it if neoessary. 
The provision trains move slowly. It is 
probable he will wait at Springfield for 
them. 

The Rolla correspondent also telegraphs 
on the 29fh as follows: 

Thirty-eight of the Springfield wounded 
arrived to day; they left Thnrsday evening. 
On the day before the village was visited 
’by over one thousand of the rebel State 
Onard, under Colonels Frazier and J E. 
Prioe — they were bitter and threatening. 
The command carried away salt and other 
heavy goods left by Colonel Taylor. Gen. 
Price was then at Neosho. Switzler and 
Montgomery, with train for Bolivar, were 
met two miles beyond Lebanon. Road all 
clear to Springfield. 

A letter from Cairo, dated the 28th, con- 
tains tbe following news: 

The expedition which won the battle of 
Fredericktown retnrned to Cape Girardeau 
laet Friday night; having left Jeff. Thomp- 
son and his scattered forces retreating as 
rapidly as possible towards Greenville. 
They returned thoroughly worn out by their 
long and hard march. 

Ihe results of the defeat of Thompson are 
said by some to be much more important 
than has been supposed; but from the 
information that reaches us here, it does not 
appear that anything beyond the victory 
itself has been gained. 

There was a grand review yesterday of 
General McClemand’s brigade, by Generals 
McClemand, Grant and their staffs. Five 
regiments of infantry, one of cavalry, and 
a battery of artillery were on the ground. 
They went through their evolutions in fine | 
style, showing that they have greatly im- 
proved in drill and discipline. All were well 
oniformed, and looked like stoat and hearty 

more regiments have left Columbus, 
supposed to be destined for the interior of 
Kentucky. There cannot be more than five 
or six thousand men now at Colombus.

From Yesterday’s “ Evening News.” 

Washinotok, Ozt. 30 — The Times’ dis- 
pateh says it thinks it has saffioient a'athor- 
i'y for explicitly denying thestateu ent that 
the army of the Petomac would go into win'er 
quarters within the lines of the present \ 
encampments or entrenchments. No such i 
purprss is entertainei by the Government, ^ 
and no such suggestion has been mada by 
General McClellan within the last fortnight, t 
The aotivity of preparations bas been greater 
than at any lime within the last two monthf. 
Of coarse, our army is to remain in and 
around Washington to defend the Capital, 
with doabtleea a large camp of instruotion 
for the men, and winter barracks for the 
horses will also be provided. 

The Tribune’s atory of the running away 
of Captain Dnponl’s clerk appears to be a 
“selL” 

The following is a dispatoh to the New 
York World: The President has assured 
parties that a forward movement of the 
army is determined on, though at what 
time is not proper to state. 

The World’s oorrespondonce speaks of 
weeding out inoompetent officers, and says 
the advantage the South has had over ua is 
in the superior regimen’a! and company 
officers. We are repairing this matterslowly; 
at the same time all who are deserving of 
promotion from the ranks are certain to re- 
oeive it in due time. 

A dispatoh to the New York Tribune says 
the Navy Department has recently ordered 
fire hundred more rifled guns. Immense 
quantities of shot and eheil are casting at 
all the foundries in the country. 

Wabhikotoii, Oct. 31. — The citizens of 
Buffalo sent a petition to the President, 
headed by Millard Fiiimore, asking the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Heintzelman as Major 
General. 

In a conversation at Edwards’ Ferry 
between the rebel and our pickets, they ac- 
knowledge their loss of killed and wounded 
at Edwards’ Ferry was 350, and admitted 
that they lost 60 men in the skirmish at 
Edwards’ Ferry on Tuesday when cur 
artillery drove them back They said that 
on Sunday night there were but 3 regiments 
at Leesburg and th>y had now about 40,000 
men who came from Manassas. Theee 
would return as they were mot needed there. 
These ttatementa sre confirmed by rebel 
prisoners and our scouts. 

Washinoton, Oct. 30 —It is understood 
that General McClellan has issued an order 
for the shooting of feur eoldiers found guilty 
cf sleeping at their picket posts. 

Some members of the 831 New York, 
owing to gross misoonduot to day, got into 
difficulty with citizens in the neighborhood 
of Lewinsville. Two of the former were 
severely injured. General Hanoook sent 
out a detachment and promptly placed the 
soldiers under arrest. 

Philadelphia, October 31.— The loss by 
the burning of Craig’s Mills is over $100,- 
000, of whioh $25,000 is iusured on the ma- 
chinery, including $15,000 in the Etna 
Company, of Hartford. The building con- 
tained 266 looms, belong to various parties 
engaged on army flannels Two hundred 
operatives were thrown out of employment. 

New Yobe, Oct. 31. — The Tribune admits 
that the rumor of the absconding of Com- 
mc'dore Dupont’s Secretary was unfounded, 
and adds that it has reason to believe it was 
put into circulation by the enemies of the 
gentleman and the Government. 

New Yoke, Oof. 31. — The Arago bas 
arrived, bringing 1,176 packages of arms 
and 601 packages of equipments and cloth- 
ing, consigned to Collector Barney for 
Quartermaster General Meigs, the whole 
comprising complete arms, equipments and 
clothing for 1,200 men. 

New Yobe, Oot. 31 — The jury in the 
Savannah pirates case report that they were 
unable to agree, whereupon the papers 
were taken from them, and they were dis- 
charged from its farther oousideration. 

Fobt Monboe, Oot. 30 — The destination 
of the fleet is known at Old Point, and can 
be safely revealed by Saturday. One of 
the tugs returned this morning. The ves- 
sel oould not stand the heavy weather out- 
side of the Capes. 

PiTTSBCBo, Oot. 31 — River four feet ten 
inches by the pier mark andfalling. Weather 
clear and pleasant.

Washihoton, Oot, 30. 

Colonel H. L. Soott, lospeotor-General, 
has been honorably retired, upon his own 
application. He is a native of North Caro, 
lina, and has been in the service since 1833. 

Military Storekeeper Luther Leonard, of 
the Ordnance Department, having been 
found competent to perform his duties by the 
Board, was not retired. 

Gen. Lane and the officers of his brigade 
have sent, by Surveyor- General Delaby of 
Kansas, a petition to the President, praying 
for the creation of a new Military Depart- 
ment in the West, to include Kansas, Ar- 
kansas and the Indian and Colerado 'Terri, 
tories, with Fort Leavenworth as abase ot 
operations. Gen. Delaby has had several 
interviews with the President on the subject 
of his mission. 

It is ascertained that in the skirmish in 
whioh Gen. Lander was wounded, sixty 
rebels were killed.
